Roohefort, for the lait time, has boou the lion 
of the moment. The rush to sou him was tor. 
rible. Two hours before the court ojjoned the 
building waa fu 11,. Tsd thoJudges, entering into 
tho spirit of the aeusation, commenced half 
nn hour bofors tho usual tima. Amongat tbo 
high political spectators was lha Prmcesi i/a- 
tbilde, cousiu to the Emperor — who auffured 
like othe.- members of her family from Roche- 
fort's railary. No lens than 2000 persona were 
present— even the gallery for tbe priaonera waa 
tilled with spectators. Two raportsra aqaorzeil 
into a space ofliclally srt apart for one. The 
Judges bad hardly been saluted and seated 
wiien liocbtforl and bia two aaaoclalea were 
Irro^uced.
